TRANSPORTS FLY 
FOOD INTO BERLIN 


Barges Go Through.

BERLIN, June 28 (AP)—United 
States transport planes were arriv- 
ing at Tempelhof airport at eight- 
minute intervals today with food 
and other supplies for this Soviet- 
blockaded city in a step-up of the 
American air ferry. 

A total of 120 planes was expect- 
ed to fly the corridor over the 
Russian zone during the day to 
supply the United States Army 
post in Berlin and fill the most ur- 
gent needs of Germans in Berlin's 
three western sectors. Special 
crews were on duty at the airport 
to unload the planes so they could 
return as quickly as possible. 

The United States Air Force 
hoped to send 100 or more planes 
in daily as long as necessary, but 
even the 120 planes scheduled to- 
day could bring only 300 tons of 
supplies. For the people of their 
sectors the Western Allies for- 
merly brought in 2000 tons of food 
daily by rail. 

Americans, British Rationed. 

In Berlin the currency exchange 
of the last week was completed 
and stores reopened for business. 
However, there was a threat of 
bunger over the city. Even the 
Americans and British were under 
austerity and rationing rules. 

Germans in the American, Brit- 
ish and French sectors have been 
Betting no food by railroad and 
highway since the blockade went 
into full force the middle of last 
week. They have been getting a 
few small shipments by plane and

About half an hour after the 
holdup the satchel, with the 
checks still in it but the cash 
gone, was found alongside IIlinois 
Highway 3 near Venice, not far 
from the eastern end of McKinley 
Bridge. James H. Evans, former 
chief of police of Lovejoy, III., who 
found the bag, turned it over to 
Venice police, and it was returned 
to St. Louis. 

Lindy said one of the robbers 
got out of their automobile, 
pointed a revolver at him and 
said: “Let me have it.” Snatching 
the bag as Lindy took it from the 
rear seat, the robber leaped back 
into the machine, which turned 
south in Ninth street toward 
nearby McKinley Bridge, Lindy re- 
lated. 

Police, however, detained Lindy 
for questioning after a witness, 
who said he had seen the incident 
from a nearby vantage point, gave 
a different version from that of 
Lindy. 

The witness, whose name police 
declined to disclose, was quoted as 
saying Lindy himself got out of 
the company automobile and 
handed the satchel over to the 
Negroes when their machine 
pulled alongside his. 

Lindy said he ran east to the 
company substation after the 
holdup and telephoned police from 
there. He said the robbers’ ma- 
chine apparently bore no license

The robbers were in a 1938 black 
Chevrolet sedan, Lindy said. The 
driver had a shotgun alongside 
him, he continued. Both were 
about 33 years old and of medium 
height, one of them dark-skinned, 
the other light, Lindy said. 

Lindy took money to the bank 
every day at the same time, pack- 
ing company officers said. He has 
been employed by the firm about 
two years, they told police.

President Says Measure 
Was Evolved in Spirit 
of Co-operation, Not 
Conflict — Italian 
Agreement Ready. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
America put six billion dollars on 
the line today to strengthen the 
non-Communist world. 

resident Truman signed into 


law the huge appropriation bill to 
finance foreign aid as the western 
powers anxiously watched Russia's 
latest pressure play in Berlin. Nor- 
mal supply routes to the United 
States-British-French zones there 
have been blocked by the Rus- 
sians. 

As the President acted, Hire be- 
came the first of 16 European na- 
tions under the Marshall plan for 
economic recovery to sign a for- 
mal agreement with the United 
States. Each nation will sign a 
pact to work for the common 
good. 

The President's signature 
planted America’s economic power 
squarely behind the most ambi- 
tious world rebuilding program in 
history. 

It pledges to western Europe 
and Far Eastern countries that 
the United States will spend with- 
in 15 months—within a year if 
necessary—this sum in the cause 
of recovery and political freedom, 

Truman Statement. 2 

In a statement the President 
said the appropriation represents 
“the combined judgment and will 
of the Executive and the Con- 
gress.” 

Following is the text of Tru- 
man’s statement: 

“I have signed today H.R. 6801, 
the Foreign Aid Appropriation act, 
1949, providing funds for the first 
year of the European recovery 
program, for aid to Greece, Tur- 
key and China, for meeting our 
participation in the International 
Children’s Fund and the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization. 
The total appropriation for these 
purposes included in the act is 
$6,030,710,228. 

“By far the largest item in this 
act is the four-billion-dollar appro- 
priation for economic co-operation 
with Europe. I know that the 
American people share the deep 
sense of satisfaction which I feel 
in taking this final step to make 
the European recovery program 
effective. It furnishes ‘concrete 
evidence and assurance to the free 
peoples of the world that we stand 
ready to work side by side with 
them to preserve free institutions 
in stability and peace. 

Background. 

In June of last year, the United 
States indicated its readiness to 
work with the countries of Europe 
in developing a program of joint 
action to achieve economic recov- 
ery. Representatives of 16 Euro- 
pean countries drew up a program 
in response to this suggestion and 
submitted it to this Government in 
September. After careful study, 
I submitted to the Congress on 
Dec. 19 recommendations for legis- 
lation to make the European re- 
covery program a reality. Follow- 
ing full consideration by the Con- 
gress, this legislation was enacted 
on April 3. “Then began the last 
step in the legislative process—the 
enactment of the necessary appro- 
priations to make the law effec- 
tive. Again the program was care- 
fully scrutinized and its various 
elements weighed and tested. As 
finally enacted, this appropriation 
is substantially in accord with the 
program presented to the Congress 
six months ago. It represents the 
combined judgment and will of the 
executive and the Congress. 

“It was eyolved in the spirit of 
co-operation and not of partisan 
conflict. It demonstrates the 
united determination of our people 
to make good our pledge of co- 
operation to those who, like our- 
selves, are striving to achieve en- 
during peace and prosperity among 
all nations.” 


Provisions of Law. 

Briefly, the law provides: 

(1) Four billion dollars for the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration (ECA) to help 16 western 
European nations. The money is 
in addition to 31,055,000, 000 al- 
ready given ECA by Congress. The 
program is spread over 15 months, 
but the President may authorize 
the money to be spent in 12 
months if he believes it is neces- 
sary. 

(2) $400,000,000 for aid to China. 
ECA will direct the recovery part 
of the China program, but 3125, 
000,000 of the funds will be spent 
for military purposes by the Chi- 
nese Government. 

(3) $1,300,000,000 for government 
and relief in occupied areas. 
Japan, Korea and the Ryukyus 
islands will receive the benefits of 
about $125,000,000 of this amount, 
to be spent through the Army. 

(4) $225,000,000 for aid to Greece 
and Turkey. 

(5) $35,000,000 to the interna- 
tional children's emergency feed- 
ing program in Europe. 

(6) $70,710,228 to the Interna- 
tional Refugee Organization. 

The bill came to a total of $6,- 
030,710,228, 

The program, labeled the Mar- 
shall plan, was designed primarily 
to give a helping hand to Euro- 
pean nations who agreed to co-op- 
erate on. a mutual help basis. 

It simmered down to the final 
16 sharing nations when Russian 
satellite countries spurned the in- 
vitations for Europe to get togeth- 
er for economic rebuilding. 

Eire, in signing the agreement, 
pledged itself to “exert sustained

MANY KILLED; U.. 
ARMY SENDS HELP 


Only 3 of Fukui’s 37,000 
Buildings Reported 


Standing, Rail Station 9 


Wrecked— All Ameri- 


cans in Area Safe. 


TOKYO, June 28 (AP) — Three 


earthquakes and fire late today 


destroyed the city of Fukui, 200 
miles west of Tokyo, causing un- 
determined but possibly heavy 
loss of Japanese lives. The city 
had 85,000 population. 

Japanese newspapers guessed 
the casualty total at 5000 dead 
and injured, but American occu- 
pation authorities said no esti- 
mates were possible. 

The small United States Mili- 
tary Government unit in Fukui re- 
ported all Americans were safe, 
but that they lost most of their 
belongings when fire destroyed the 
headquarters and other buildings. 

Latest telephone reports re- 
ceived in Tokyo said only three of 
Fukui’s 37,000 buildings were still 
standing. 


Villages Destroyed. 

A United States Thirty-fifth In- 
fantry rol radioed that it had 
found the villages of Mikuni, Ma- 
ruoka, Matsuoka and Kanazu de- 
stroyed. They range from 10 
miles north to five miles east of 
Fukui. The patrol indicated the 
disaster zone was about 10 miles 
wide and somewhat longer. 

The Japanese chief of police at 
Fukui said via telephone that one 
crowded theater collapsed at the 
first shock and that only three 
persons were known to have es- 
caped. He said the railway sta- 
tion, crowded during the commuter 
rush hour, was destroyed, and 
that he knew of no survivors at 
the station, 

Telephoned reports from Takefu, 
12 miles south of Fukui, said land- 
slides prevented closer appr 
to the stricken city from that 
direction. Fires in Fukuf were 
visible from Takefu. 

A United States Army relief 
train commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Joseph W. Swing of the First 
Corps, was en route to Fukui from 
Kyoto, 125 miles southeast. The 
relief group planned to proceed 
overland if the tracks were 
blocked. 

Tokyo and Osaka felt jarring 
quakes but had no damage of any 
consequence. (Honolulu reported 
A severe shock, but little dam- 
age.) 

The Japanese Welfare Ministry 
informed occupation headquarters 
that 350 persons were killed in 
Daishoji, small town on the Sea 
of Japan 20 miles northwest of 
Fukui. The Army’s own reports 
had only 10 dead there. The min- 
istry reported “sufferers” might 
total between 300,000 and 400,000. 
These would include homeless. 

Some damage also was reported 
from a tidal wave on the coast. 
American quarters had no reports 
of tidal waves and Col. C. C. 
Carter, First Corps adjutant gen- 
eral, said there were no indica- 
tions that there were any waves. 
Such waves often follow coastal 
quakes. 

City Was Hit by Superforts, 

Fukui was 85 per cent destroyed 
by United States Superfortresses 
in June 1945, but since had been 
largely rebuilt. It is 10 miles in- 
land from the Sea of Japan on 
Honshu Island’s north - central 
coast. 

Reports to the United States 
Army here said that wa, 
another west coast city, with a 
population of 186,000, was aflame. 

Kanazawa is the largest Japa- 
nese city on the Honshu west 
coast between Niigata and Mai- 
zuru. It is a manufacturing city, 
located about 40 miles northwest 
of Fukui. 

The last major earthquake dis- 
aster in Japan was Dec. 20, 1946, 
when a submarine quake caused a 
tidal wave which smashed the 
eastern shores of the home islands, 
killing approximately 1600 persons. 

In the 1923 quake a total of 
576,262 homes was destroyed in 
fires in the Tokyo-Yokohama 
areas. Fire loss alone was placed 
at between four billion dolalrs and 
six billion dollars.

This is somewhat above a previ- 
ous estimate that 200,000 to 225,000 
will be put into uniform d 
the period. The draftees, aged 1 
through 25, will serve for 21 
months. 

The first call for induction, 
starting soon after Sept. 22, will 
be “relatively small,” Secretary of 
the Army Royall told a press con- 
ference, He said the calls would 
increase until the average month- 
ly induction rate is about 30,000, 


Survey of Situation. 

Royall gave this survey of the 
training situation: 

The Army, which will get the 
bulk of the selective service induc- 
tions, now has a strength of 542,- 
000. Under the new draft law, this 
total may be increased to 837,000— 
counting both inductions and vol- 
unteers (the Army is authorized 
to accept up to 110,000 18-year-old 
volunteer trainees for one year of 
service, all in the United States). 

The available appropriations will 
make it necessary to keep the to- 
tal troop strength at not more 
than 790,000 men between now and 
July 1, 1949. 

he “somewhat limited immedi- 
ate requirements” of the Navy and 
Air Force probably will de filled 
by volunteer recruits, Royall said. 
Eight Training Centers. 

When a draftee is taken into the 
Army, he will be sent to the in- 
duction station nearest his home. 
From there he will go to one of 
the eight training centers where 
he will get his issue of clothing, 
receive his inoculations and be 
assigned to units for eight months 
of basic schooling in arms. 

Some of the draftees who have 
had previous military service (but 
not enough to rate draft-exemp- 
tion) will be assigned directly to 
combat units. 

The draftees are subject to over- 
seas service, but this does not 
mean that all will go overseas 

Royall said the Army hoped to 
get from 250,000 to 300,000 volun- 
teers through regular enlistments. 
The Army expects about 250,000 
enlistments to expire before July 
1, 1949, but many will re-enlist. 

“When the Army is brought 
fully up to its new authorized 
strength,” Royall said, “we will be 
able to organize for the first time 
since the close of hostilities a 
really effective mobile striking 
force—small but still effective.” 

“This force will consist of 12 
Regular Army divisions,” he con- 
tinued, “six National Guard divi- 
sions and supporting combat and 
service troops of the Regular

Draft quotas will be based on 
the population as a whole and will 
not contain separate quotas for 
N s. (In World War II, the 
total of Negroes in the Army was 
based roughly on 10 per cent of 
the total population, white and 
Negro.) 

The Army still is not ready to 
define exactly what is an organ- 
ized reserve unit, membership in 
which would exempt a man from 
selective service. : 

There is nothing in the law 
which exempts a Communist from 
induction. Asked what would hap- 
pen if a Communist refused to 
take the oath of allegience, Royall 
said: “We haven't solved that 
problem yet.” ; 

He was asked when the Army 
plans to invoke the industrial 
production control provisions of 
the draft law. He replied that 
“there is nothing at present to in- 
dicate necessity for these con- 
trols.” 

That question, he said, is ene 
to be decided by the whole Gov- 
ernment, rather than the Army 
alone. 

Royall announced also the 
names of four World War II train- 
ing centers to be reopened as 
division training centers. They 
are Fort Riley, Kan., Tenth Infan- 
try (Mountain Division); Camp 
Chafee, Ark., Fifth: Armored Divi- 
sion; Camp Breckenridge, Ky., 
101st Airborne Division; and Camp 
Pickett, Va., Seventeenth Airborne 
Division. 

Four other training centers were 
announced previously—Ford Ord, 
Calif.; Fort Jackson, S. G.; Fort 
Dix, N. J.; and Fort Knox, Ky. 

Moves to Line Up Officers. 

The Army is moving to line up 
officers. It has asked enlisted 
reservists, who are veterans of 
World War II, to volunteer for 
nine to 12 months’ service in the 
United States. These veterans 
are needed in the training of in- 
ductees. 

At the same time, the Army is 
planning to accept applications 
from reserve officers for active 
duty at the rate of about 1250 4 
month for some months to come. 
This would help increase the of- 
ficer- personnel in line with the 
proposed expansion of the army 
to 837,000 from its present 548,000 
level. 

But Army Department officials 
said today there is a “critical 
shortage”. of officers in prospect, 
not only medical and dental of- 
ficers but the junior grade line of- 
ficers. Estimates are that as high 
as 30,000 will be needed—and ex- 
isting applications for active duty 
are well below that total. The dif- 
ficulty in getting junior grade of- 
ficers—lieutenants and captains 
particularly—is that the pay of- 
fered by the Army is below com-

WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP)— 
John L. Lewis was faced today 
with the threat of a court fight 
over the union shop clause in his 
new soft coal contract, 

United States Steel Corp. and 
nine other operators of the so- 
called “captive” coal mines are 
being polled on whether to bring 
unfair labor practice 
against Lewis with the National 
Labor Relations Board, Industry 
sources said a decision is expected 
Wednesday. 

Harry M. Moses, chief negotiator 
for the steel industry, refused to 
sign a contract worked out by 
Lewis and the soft coal operators 
last week because of the union 
shop provision. He claims it vio- 
lates the Taft-Hartley labor law. 
Under that law, the union shop is 
forbidden unless a majority of 
employes vote for it in an NLRB 
election. Lewis, however, can’t 
petition for an election because he 
has refused, on principle, to sign 
a non-Communist affidavit which 
is a prerequisite. 

The union shop clause in Lewis's 
new agreement stipulates that all 
employes “shall be, or become, 
members of the United Mine 
Workers,” except in certain clas- 
sifications. | 

The steel companies could ap- 
peal to Robert N. Denham, gen- 
eral counsel of the labor board, to 
seek a federal court injunction to 
stop Lewis from putting such a 
provision into effect until the full 
board rules on it. 

A Knoxville (Tenn.) coal opera- 
tor announced last night that the 
new contract will not necessitate 
a price increase on his product. 

In fact, said H. K. Cook, he 
hopes to “be able to announce 
soon a cut in our present prices” 
as a result of the guarantee of 
continuous operation of the mines 
for the next 12 months.

As a result, it said, the 3 
concluded that by a series of re- 
treats before the imperialist 
states“ they could gain the favor 
of the imperialists. 

(Yugoslavia’s press and radio 
made no mention today regarding | 
the Cominform action, and no 
comment was forthcoming in of- 
ficial quarters in Belgrade. Un- 
officially, it was said that Tito | 
was at his summer home in Bled, | 
where he usually goes in June.) | 

London’s Paper’s Story. { 

On Saturday the London diplo- 
matic correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardi wrote that re- 
ports from Soutneastern Europe 
“strongly suggest that a serious 
political crisis has arisen in Lu- 
goslavia.” | 

“Marshal Tito’s relations with | 
Moscow,” the paper said, “are be- | 
lieved to be strained, largely be- | 
cause of conflicting views on re- 
lations with the west. Even the 
question of Tit 's whereabouts is 
being discussed. | 

“Tt is believed that the Yugo- 
slav .sitvation was on the agenda 
of ‘the Warsaw meeting of For- 
eign Ministers from Eastern Euro- 
pean states.” 

The Guardian said further indi- 
cations of the Sugoslav crisis had 
been received. fr Hungary, 
which also is Communist-ruled.

Borrowing 
From Him — U.S. Says

Harry W. Schuremann, known 
to police as one of the largest 
policy game operators in St. Louis, 
lent a total of $24,700 to two 
friends in 1942-43, it was testified 
today in Schuermann’s trial on 
charges of eyading payment of 


Melvin H. Heil, president of the | 
Heil eBauty Supply Co., 4409 West 
Pine boulevard, testified that he | 
knew Shuermann’ was in the 
policy ‘business and that he bor- 
rowed $14,500 from him in 1942, 
and gave Schuermann a note for 
$16,500. Charles Wolf, another | 
witness, testified he borrowed $10,- 
200 from Schuerman from Septem- 
ber 1942 to May 1948. Both men 
testified they had not paid back 
the loans. 

The trial is being held in United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen’s court. 

Assistant United States District 
Attorney David M. Robinson in 
his opening statement told the 
jury that Schuermann paid $10,776 
in income taxes on aggregate 
earnings of $35,156 for the four- 
year period, but that his actual 
earnings for the period was 3242, 
834 on which the tax should have 
been $151,600. | 

In an effort to .show Schuer- | 
mann’s net worth, the Government | 
called on Leo Klein, chief ex- 
change teller at the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. Klein said that 
in 1945 he received $6866 in cash 
from Schuermann and made out 
a cashier’s check for that amount 
to a Miami (Fla.) bank. 

During the investigation of 
Schuermann’s income, Robinson 
said, Schuermann refused to assist 
agents of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and told them he had no 
safety deposit boa and no assets. 
wThe investigation, however, 

iowed that Schuermann, in 1944, 
invested $100,000 in stock of the 
St. Louis Finance Co., Robinson 
said. The policy operator induced 
three individuals to buy the stock 
for him. Then later, Robinson 
said, Schuermann took over the 
holdings, paying off each individ- 
ual in cash. A year later, he 
bought $42,000 worth of stock in 
the same company, paying cash | 
for it. 

Robinson said the majority of 
Schuermann’s transactions were 
on a cash basis. He rented a 
safety deposit box at the Plaza 
Bank of St. Louis, Olive and Thir- 
teenth streets, where he kept 


large amounts of cash. The box 
was not in Schuermann’s name, 
but in that of a straw party. 

Schuermann’s attorneys declined 
to make an opening statement, re- 
serving that right. 

A federal grand jury indicted 
Schuermann last Jan. 23 after a 
year’s investigation by tax agents 
of policy game operations here. 
Schuermann, who said he lived in 
the 1600 block of Jonquil drive, 
Webster Groves, has been in pol- 
icy game operation for 10 years, 
Robinson said. ;

Nothing could illustrate better than the present, 
crisis in Berlin the disastrous effect of West- 
ern Europe's continued failure to achieve some 


form of real union. Gen. Clay has served notice 


from his blockaded outpost that the United States 
will fight rather than retreat from ifs assigned 
sector in Berlin. In Britain both Prime Minis- 


“ter Attlee and Winston Churchill have taken a 


firm stand. But on the Continent, which is vul- 
nerable to Russian attack and which does not 


wish to enter another war unprepared, it is a 


different story. 


France in particular is opposed to taking a 


strong, unmistakable stand. And France’s fears 
are understandable. It is true that France has 


the Western Union alliance, but the French have 


had experience with alliances before. When the 
crisis ‘comes, alliances often do not bring the 
pledged aid. Because there is nothing more than 
an alliance, Western Europe now faces the threat 


of war without being able to show a united front. 


The situation points up Clement Attlee's tru- 
ism that “Europe must unite or perish.” But 
in spite of the obvious truth of this statement, 
Western Europe does not unite, even though 
everywhere from the Russian zone of Germany 
westward there is great enthusiasm for a United 
States of Europe. 

Thirty thousand people heard and applauded 
Churchill’s assertion in the public square at 


Amsterdam that joint freedom and security are 


worth more than the sovereign rights of separate 
states.. One hundred and ninety members of the 
British Parliament have signed a motion for Eu- 
ropean federation. A large group of French 
Deputies is supporting a similar resolution. The 
Netherlands Parliament has adopted one. 

But although the ideal has attracted general 
acceptance, its adoption is blocked by the jeal- 


_ ousies of national sovereignty. Too many of the 


men in high offiee refuse to let their nations 
heed Churchill’s plea for them to accept the 
larger sovereignty which alone can protect 
their diverse and distinctive customs and 
characteristics, and their national traditions, 
all of which under totalitarian systems, 
whether Nazi, Fascist or Communist, would 
certainly be blotted out forever. 5 
President Auriol of France also grasps this 
basic condition of federation. He has said, 
“They (the free nations of Europe) will have to 
surrender some of their sovereign rights if 
they are going to make the organization a 
success.“ e a 
But the British Foreign Office has given no 
such recognition of this necessity, and Britain's 
position may be decisive in the movement 
for European federation. Foreign Secretary 
Bevin has spoken so far only in terms of “co- 
operation,” “consultations” and “understandings.” 
Indeed he has specifically disparaged the issue 
of sovereignty. In a recent speech before the 
House of Commons, he said of the “Western 
Union” of Britain, France, the Low Countries 
and Luxembourg: 

It did not provide for union in the sense 
of some pooling of sovereignty or the crea- 
tion of a European federation of states. 
Such a dramatic move might appeal to 
idealists, but in the world of international 
politics one is forced to proceed step by step, 
and it is necessary to be realistic and prac- 
tical. . . . We have no intention of being 
diverted from the great practical task to 
which we have set our hands by any aca- 
demic discussions about sovereignty. 0 


With full recognition of Mr. Bevin's need to 
be practical, this language still seems disap- 
pointing. For it ig very doubtful if even so much 
as a customs union can be adopted and enforced 
without the prior establishment of some central 


“and partially sovereign authority. 


This is no time for procrastination. As Church- 
ill told the Conservative conference Saturday, the 
world is faced with ‘a crisis as grave as that of 
Munich. Mr. Bevin—and behind him Mr. Att- 
lee—should rise to the occasion. For this crisis 
offers the compulsion and the incentive for the 
realization of the historic concept of a United 
States of Europe. 

Now is the time for both Britain and the 
United States to make the supreme effort toward 
realizing a genuine union which will enable dem- 
ocratic Europe to protect itself both from Rus- 
sian aggression and the possible resurgence of 
German might. History will not forgive those 
responsible if this opportunity is cast aside.

The report is common that there is a vast 
statewide gambling collection net which includes 
many local officials. Ig the end the large sums 
are supposed to find their way to Chicago. 

If this is so, then the Shelton murder in South- 
ern Illinois and the desperate gun battle in Cook 


County all grow out of the same illegal, corrupt - 


ing business. It is a shame on Illinois because 
its officials are content that it should go on.

income tax evasion. As Governor of Illinois,

Pick-Sloan is, instead, an agreement by the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau to 
ignore each other’s planlessness until—they hope 
a Missouri Valley Authority no longer threatens 
to supersede them both. 

With devastating logic, the Public Affairs In- 
stitute lists the unfinished work yet to be done 
in preparing a plan, starting with the very ele- 
mentary question of who gets the water. 

Pick-Sloan’s Interagency committee is dis- 
missed by the institute as nothing more than “a 
caricature of real regional control,” with the 
Army, Reclamation and 10 other federal agencies 
all acting independently under the guise of a co- 
ordinating committee. a 

The institute sensibly calls for an engineering 
board independent of existing agencies which will 
examine their plans, study the whole problem, 
and recast the program. ee 

For the agencies themselves to reconcile their 


conflicting proposals, as they are now pretend- 


ing to do, is a manifest impossibility. Only an 
independent engineering organization can do that, 
as the Public Affairs Institute proposes. It should, 
the institute says, be set up in a Missouri Valley 
Authority patterned on TVA. 

The inescapable fact which the Public Affairs 
Institute seeks to impress upon Congress, the 
President, and the people of the Missouri Valley 
is the same as the former National Resources 
Committee propounded years ago. It should be 
an axiom of national policy, for whether it is or 
not, it will determine the success or failure of 
the endeavor. Said the NRC of just such engi- 
neering as the Pick-Sloaners are doing now in 
advance of finding out what they have to plan 
for and with: 

The adoption of a plan for the regulation 

and development of large river without 
a definitive study of adequate data involved 
is illogical, is almost certainly wasteful, is a 
signal for controversy and may preclude suit- 
able action later. Such studies take time, of 
course, but “time pays little respect to that 
which ig done without it.” Prompt prepara- 
tion for efficient action, rather than prompt 
action though unprepared, is the essence of 
right procedure. 

The Pick-Sloaners, having jumped on their 
horses and ridden off in all directions at once, 
have demonstrated the course of “prompt action 
though unprepared.” | 

Their course not only has been the signal for 
-controversy—there is no sign that the contro- 
versy ever will be less until the errors that cause 
it are corrected. 

As yet the damage is not serious enough to 
“preclude suitable action later.“ The Public Af- 
fairs Institute’s sober analysis is a call to return 
to first principles, beginning, as the NRC spelled 
it out years ago, with the prompt prepara- 
tion which the Pick-Sloaners after a quarter- 
century and more have never yet gotten round to.

Frank C. Mann, executive committee chair- 
man of the University of Missouri curators, says 
the five Rolla School of Mines professors were 
transferred to Columbia because of “insubordi- 
nation.” This “insubordination” consisted of talk- 
ing in favor of separating the School of Mines 
from the over-all administration at Columbia.

The bigger issue 
is the welfare of the higher educational system 
which the taxpayers of Missouri support.

Has the board 
slighted the Rolla school and its faculty? If so 
agitation for separation was inevitable and the 
curators themselves invited it. 

We repeat that the School of Mines contro-. 
versy needs a thorotigh investigation by the 
American Association of University Professors. 
A disinterested committee of experts in such 
matters can find out how much insubordination 
there has been. It, can also report on the state 
of academic freedom and the, treatment of the 
School of Mines by a board which is interested 
primarily in the State University at Columbia. 

Let's get an A. A. U. P. investigation under way

It was early in the morning when I got 
to 3875 Woodward avenue, on the outskirts 
of Fresno, Calif. <A bright, warm sun 
gleamed. The flowers on the front lawn 
looked as beautiful as they do in the seed- 
house ads. Then I went into the back yard, 
and the beautiful picture vanished. 


John Seib, who spent 37 months in the 
South Pacific, handed me a copy of his 
house plans. Then he picked up a shovel 
and began te work at the point where the 
side and rear walls meet. He had barely 
gone below the surface when I saw what 
had made him so angry. The footings «he 
plans called for—the foundations that were 
supposed to hold the house up—ended ab- 
ruptly just an inch or two below the ground. 

Seib and more than 40 other veterans 
who bought houses a year and a half ago 
on the Southeran Tract are luckier than 
thousands of others throughout the nation. 
They have begun to get results. 


Dream Turned Into Nightmare 


Most of the more than 2,000,000 veterans 
who have acquired newly built homes 
have been well satisfied, or at least mod- 
erately so. But to all too many the prom- 
ise of a postwar dream house has turned 
into a nightmare. Young, guileless and 
inexperienced, these veterans placed their 
faith not only in builders but in Govern- 
ment agencies that were supposed to be 
keeping an eye on the veterans’ interests. 


After a year and a half, the fight of the 
Southeran Tract homeowners resulted in 
action by a federal grand jury. A 53-count 
indictment was brought against the build- 
er, William C. Albany, and his exclusive 
agents, Richard M. Vail and Wade J. 
Howells, all veterans of World War II. 

The veterans who bought these houses 
had no idea they were paying more than 
the ceiling price. Their original complaint 
centered, rather, about claims of defective 
construction and the omigsion of many 
promised pieces of equipment. But after 
many turns of the carrousel—they went 
fruitlessly round and round, from the Vet- 
erans Administration to the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration to the builder and to 
the bank—they managed to get the Office 
of the Housing Expediter to detail a man 
to Fresno, A prolonged investigation dis- 
closed that the veterans had been charged, 
on the average, about $1600 more than the 
Government-set ceiling. 


A Chiseler and Lobbyist 


This case has aroused particular inter- 
est because one of the defendants, Richard 
Vail, was an active member of the six-man 
American Legion national housing com- 


mittee. This committee has opposed many 


features of the federal veterans’ housing 
program and has been particularly active 
in seeking the abolition of the National 
Housing Agency and the Housing Expediter. 

In Sacramento a veteran failed to catch 
a baseball pitched by his nine-year-old son. 
When he turned around he found a gap- 
ing hole in his house where the ball had 
disappeared through the wall. 

A builder in Wisconsin obtained priority 


materials on the promise he would sell his. 


houses at $7800. Later he appealed to the 
FHA and the ceiling was raised to $8600. 


Still later he asked for another increase 
and the liberal FHA authorities told him 
he could go up to $9500. Then he demanded 
$500 “under the table” when he sold. 

In the me months between July 1, 1947, 
and the end of March, the Office of the 
Housing Expediter received 31,233 com- 
plaints. Some covered as many as 500 
houses on a single tract. On April 1 only 
1574—just about 5 per cent of all the com- 
plaints—had been investigated. 


Not Much Federal Protection 


Other agencies might be expected to show 
an acute interest in these housing swin- 
dies. The Federal Housing Administration, 
for example, has insured the first mort- 
gages on the vast majority of the 2,000,000 
and more homes built since V-J day. It is 
supposed to have inspected FHA-insured 
homes to be certain they were built just 
as intended when the loans were granted 
on the basis of builders’ plans and specifi- 
cations. 

The Veterans Administration has a finger 
in the pie, too. As the guarantor of GI 
loans, it also stands to be stuck for many 
hundreds of millions of dollars when dis- 
gusted veterans get sick of paying for 
shacks and toss in the sponge. But the 
VA appraisal system has been so slipshod 
that it has virtually invited fraud. Until 
very recently, panels of approved apprais- 
ers were furnished builders or private lend- 
ing agencies who were free to shop around. 
Some were careful to pick estimators whose 
appraisals were high. 


Stroke of the Meat-Ax 


The Veterans Administration has not 
been going out of its way to help the Gls 
who have been stuck with overvalued 
houses. In fact, the VA even dropped all 
pretense of responsibility for its “guaran- 
tees” when, in April, it circulated a memo- 
randum to its branch offices instructirg 
them that they had no responsibility for 
guaranteeing satisfaction on GI homes. 


The Office of the Housing Expediter is 
hardly to be blamed. The Deputy Expedi- 
ter for Compliance had 75 regional offices 
and 600 investigators in June of 1947, but 
the Senate committee thought there was no 
need for these people. Its report calmly 
stated, “There is no evidence presented that 
there is widespread abuse of veterans’ pro- 
visions.” 

The Director of the Budget had approved 


$1,135,000 for compliance work. The Senate 


cut that down to $700,000. Then a joint 
conference committee cut a further half- 
million out of the OHE appropriation. For 
compliance enforcement only $160,000 could 
be scraped up. Hundreds of investigator's 
promptly received dismissal notices. The 
75 regional offices were cut down to four. 
Instead of 600 field investigators there were 
18. The entire system for protecting the 
veterans’—and the Government’s—interest 
became little more than a pretense.

Between. Book Ends 


Deglamorized Medieval Novel 


THE WORLD IS NOT ; Oldenbourg, 
translated by Willard A. Trask.” (Pantheon Books 
New York, $3.7/5.) 

Since the Romantics adopted it in the 
late eighteenth century, medieval Europe, 
the Gothic Age, has been for most of us an 
age of color, faith and romance. From 
Scott and Keats to Henry Adams and even 
the Chicago medievalists, the attitude to- 
ward those years between Charlemagne 
and Charles the Fifth has been one of 
glorification and nostalgic wonder. 


In “The World Is Not Enough” Zoe 
Oldenbourg attempts to dig through that 
fashionable patina to the solid and ordi- 
nary facts of human existence, to the prob- 
lems of getting a living and a place in the 
world, of family and personal relationships, 
of physical comfort and of spiritual belief. 


Her story is the life of a petty lord of 
Champagne, Ansiau of Linnieres, and his 
family—his wife Alis of Puiseaux, his five 
sons and three daughters (not a complete 
count, for many died in infancy), and a 

: : number of brothers, 
nephews and _ in-laws. 
Two crusades, one of 
them the well-known 
Third Crusade uf 
Richard the Lion- 
hearted, annual tour- 
naments, at which 
Ansiau excelled, fi- 
nancial difficulties, 
family feuds, and ex- 
tra-marital relations 
for all concerned 
make up a full and 
varied story, and one 
convincingly authen- 
tic. One cannot 


Zoe Oldenbourg doubt that this is a 


‘truer picture of medieval life and medieval 


people than the Arthur and Ivanhoe stories 
we have been brought up on. 

And yet “The World Is Not Enough” falls 
short of excellence, mostly because Ansiau 
isn’t much of a person; his life is deter- 
mined by whims and women, and even in a 
medieval setting that gets to be dull. The 
other major characters, his wife excepted, 
are not much better, so that the choice of 
story necessitates a neglect of much of the 
beauty and idealism that did exist. It is 
what Stuart Sherman called monoptie 
realism, and it does the same disservice to 
the Middle Ages that many novels of the 
Twenties did to life in this country. It is 
not in any sense false, but neither is it 
true, because it is incomplete.

PHILADELPHIA, June 28 (AP) 
—With the Republicans gone, the 
1948 2 convention city set- 
tled today for a breathing 
spell—but not for long. The Dem- 
ocrats are coming. Official open- 
ing of the Democratic national 
convention is set for Monday, July 
12.. Delegates are expected to be- 
gin the trek to Philadelphia well 
in advance of that date, however. 

And there’s another convention 
here before then. The eight-day 
national conclave of the Benevo- 
lent and Protective Order of Elks 
begins next Friday. Nearly 30,000 


Elks together with wives and fam-- 


ilies will descend on Philadelphia 
for the annual get-together. 

That Elks convention is causing 
William Neale Roche, chief Dem- 
ocratic convention planner, no 
small headache. Downtown hotel 
rooms, already at a premium, will 
be scarce next week. 

The changeover from elephant 

theme to donkey motif is notice 
able throughout the city. Hotels, 
restaurants and night spots are 
rearranging their decorations to 
meet the occasion. 
The most commonly seen signs, 
however, will remain intact. These 
read merely — Welcome Dele- 
gates ” 

The city’s huge Convention Hall 
was being given a thorough clean- 
ing today by workmen who were 
granted a weekend holiday after 


the close of the Republican ses- 


sions last Friday. 

All told, there will be 50 per 
cent more Democrats than Repub- 
licans. The G.O.P. delegates and 
alternates totaled 2188 while the 
Democratic contingent numbers 
3192. 

President Truman now has 670 
pledged and claimed delegates. He 
would need 618 votes for nomina- 
tion. 

The Republicans had at least 
six headquarters for presidential 


Jnomination aspirants. So far, the 


Democrats have none—not even 
for Truman. 
The first event listed on the 


pre-convention calendar is a meet- 


ing July 9 of members of the 
Democratic National Committee. 
Seven members of President Tru- 
man’s cabinet and convention key- 


noter Alben W. Barkley, Senator 


from Kentucky, also will be at the 
meeting. 

Albert M. Greenfield, chairman 
of the Democratic reception com- 
mittee, said “Philadelphia made 
thousands of new friends by its 
efficient handling“ of arrange- 
ments for the G.O.P. conclave and 
"we shall repeat—and may well 
exceed—this high performance” at 
the Democratic convention. A 
round of tours of historic sites, 
cocktail parties, dinners and meet- 
ings will highlight pre-convention 
activity. 

National Chairman J. Howard 
McGrath will bring the conclave 
to order at Convention Hall at 
12:30 p.m., Eastern standard time, 
July 12. 

Before that, the national com- 
mittee will attempt to unravel any 
snarls that may develop in dele- 
gate-seating contests. Reports con- 
tinue to circulate that Georgia— 
and perhaps other Southern states 
—will have contesting delegations 
supporting and opposing renom- 
ination of President Truman. 

Democrats are making ready for 
a shift of their headquarters at 
ae Bellevue-Stratford Hotel. 
Right now, the Democrats occupy 
only a small fourth-floor corner. 
Mrs. Doruthy Vredenburg, pretty

REVISED OVERTIME PAY 
PLAN STARTS SEPT. 15 


New Principle on Figuring 
Rates Necessitated by Su- 
preme Court Ruling. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
Enforcement of a new interpreta- 
tion of the Fair Labor Standards 


Act, necessitated by the Supreme | 
Court’s overtime pay decision of 


June 7, will not go into effect until 
Sept. 15. This was announced yes- | 
terday by William R. McComb, ad- | 
ministrator of the Labor Depart- 
ment’s wage and hour division. 
Previously the new enforcement 
was scheduled to begin July 1. 

The Supreme Court ruled that 
an employer must include premium 
pay for night and other odd-hour 
work in figuring a worker’s aver- 
age pay to determine overtime 
rates. This was in a longshore- 
men’s case; there have been con- 
flicting opinions as to the effect 
of the decision on shipping and 
other industries. 

Wage-hour Administrator Mc- 
Comb said yesterday, in ordering 
the postponement, more time is 
needed for management and labor 
to bring “union agreements and 
employer practices into accord 
with the court’s findings.” 

McComb said he expected soon 
to announce the principles he will 
follow in enforcement of his po- 
sition he outlined on June 11. 

At that time he said that pre- 
miums for odd-hour work must be 
included in calculating a worker’s 
pay for his first 40 hours of work 
to determine the average rate on 
which to base the overtime pay. 
He said that employers who in the 
past had treated odd-hour pre- 
mium pay as an overtime premium 
in good faith compliance with 
earlier interpretations are in most 
cases protected from back-wage li- 
abilities under the new interpreta- 
tion.

that physicians will desire to re- 
main, he said. 

A handicap of the veterans’ 

medical program is lack of doc- 
tors, Gray observed. “Medical 
schools only graduate 6000 doctors 
“a year, and our service requires 
37 per cent of these young physi- 
cions,” the veterans’ head stated. 
“We are not getting as many as 
we need, and this is especially 
true of psychiatrists. Less than 3 
per cent of the nation’s physicians 
are expert psychiatrists, while 60 
per cent of our cases involve 
mental disturbances. We are train- 
ing more psychiatrists than the 
medical profession.” 

The veterans’ head said he talks 
to medical societies whenever pos- 
sible on the needs of the veterans’

ANGLICAN BISHOPS TO REVIEW

LONDON, June 28 (AP) — For 
the first time in 18 years, Anglican 
bishops will meet here July 1 to 
decide whether Church of England 
dectrine needs changing in the 
light of new world conditions and 
social thought.

After watching the building for 
several hours, police raided the 
place ahd took four women, rang- 
ing in age from 17 to 40, into 
custody. A wallet containing pa- 
pers made out to Malleck was 
found in the house. : 

One of the women said she was 
Malleck's “girl friend.” The other 
women supplied the names of 
three other men who Demski said 
took part in the robbery. 

Police squads then raided the 
homes of the four men, but Mal- 
leck was the only one found at 
home. He was seized while sleep- 
ing. Demski said four shatguns 
and a rifle were found in the 
home.

DESIGNED TO CURB INFLATION 


NEW YORK, June 28 (AP)-- 
The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers said vesterday the trend 
months of 1948 did not indicate 
a serious inflationary threat at 
this time. 

“In view of the general trend 
of bank deposits, bank loans, the 
money in circulation and the hold- 
ings of government bonds held by 
commercial banks, it seems doubt- 
ful if there is any convincing 
reason at this time for additional 
control measures,” N.A.M. said.

NEW YORK, June 28.

I AM GRATEFUL that I am unable to appre- 
ciate modern art. If I did appreciate modern 
art I would be tempted to engage a bodyguard 
at a handsome salary to see to it that I didn’t 
suddenly run berserk and start flailing away at 
widows and orphans with a _ well-sharpened 
hatchet. 

Art appeals to me, but I am the sort who de- 
mands that a face look like a face. It must have 
two eyes, a nose, a mouth, a chin, and the other 
standard face equipment. Modernists pay no re- 
spect to the regular outlines of the human being. 
For a face they'll use a blob of Sherwin-Williams 
without so much as a little dab of Valspar to 
indicate where eyebrows should be. For an arm 
they’re just as likely as not to paint in some- 
thing that looks like a limb blown off a pine 
tree, and for legs you are liable to get the view 
of the front of Grand Central Station.

Fix It Yourself

T are few things more 


distressing to the weekend 

painter than to get the house 
half painted, run down to the 
paint store for more paint and then 
hear, “Sorry, we're fresh out of 
that shade and color but we ex- 
pect to have a few gallons in next 
month or maybe early next year.” 
This can be avoided by buying all 
the paint you will need for a job: 
before you start. 


Estimating the paint require- 
ments for the outside of a house 
is a simple matter providing you 
can multiply, add and divide, To 
get the area in square feet for the 
side walls, multiply the width in 
feet by the height in feet. Now 
multiply this sum by two so that 
you have the total area of both 
walls and write this down on a 
clean piece of paper. Don’t sub- 
tract openings in the walls like 
windows and doors as these will 
provide a little margin for error. 


Now go over to an end wall and 
multiply the width by the height 
up to the roof eaves. Multiply 
this sum by two and write it 
down. Now we have to figure in 
the gable ends and as this is a 
triangle we get the total area by 
multiplying the width one-half 
the height. Multiply this by two, 
put it on your list and add the 
three sets of figures together. The 
total is the number of square feet 
that must be covered, 

Divide this figure by 500 which 
is about the average number of 
square feet one gallon of paint 
will cover and the results will be 
the number of gallons you'll need 
for the entire job, Don’t run off yet 
because we have not figured the 
trim around the doors and win- 
dows. The best way to do this is 
figure that the trim will take 
about one-sixth the amount of 
paint required for the entire out- 
side walls. 3

UESTION: “I have several 
teeth that need filling and I 
am pregnant, When is the 
best time to have this work done?”

period. This means that if a tooth 
is filled in the early months of 


pregnancy, the filling may become 


loose later on and have to be re- 
placed. However, if the decayed 
tooth is not filled early, it may 
be lost completely. 
dental work requiring difficult 
extractions or general anethetics 
should be done only after consulta- 
tion between the attending physic- 
ian and the dentist. Simple fillings 
should be done as soon as prac- 
ticable.

Tomatoes, firm and ripe 
Tomato juice or boiling water 
Salt 

1 2 with a lid and a 
rack in the bottom 

Jars with airtight lids 

How you do it: 

Use a large utensil with well- 
fitting lid. A rack should be 


placed. in bottom. Fill with 
enough water to cover tops of 


the jars to at least one inch 
above jar tops. Cover canning 
utensil or Water Bath with lid. 
Place utensil on the large sur> ~ 
face unit of your electric range 
with switch turned to HIGH. 
While water is heating scald 
tomatoes in boiling water for 
30 to 60 seconds. ce in ice 
water. Drain and peel. Pack 
tomatoes whole or cut into 
desired pieces in jars. Add 1 
teaspoon salt for each quart of 
tomatoes and enough tomato 
juice or boiling water to fill to 
the neck of the jar. Tighten — 
lids being caréful to follow « 
rules for tightening type lid 
you are using.

CHILDREN are very imitative. Dialect and inflections of

Brooklyn, for this interesting 
variation of Oklahoma gin. He 
suggests calling it the New York- 
er“ but I have taken the liberty 
of naming it after Mr. Baldinger’s 
borough. ) 

As mentined last week, the 
main distinguishing. feature of 
Oklahoma gin is that the size of 
the up card determines the maxi- 
mum amount for which a player 
may knock. Furthermore, if the 
up card is a spade the score of 
the hand is’ doubled. 

This also applies in the. Brook- 
lyn variation but a lot more is 
done with the up card. Neither 
player is allowed to pick it up at 
the beginning. Instead, it is placed 
on the far side of the stock and 
play commences by the non-dealer 
drawing the top card of the stock. 
However, the up card does not go 
out of play. If either player can 
use it to go gin he is allowed to 
take it and do so,. In this case he 
is credited with double the gin 
bonus plus double his opponent’s 
unmatched total. 
the up card happened to be a 
spade he would win four times. 


In playing Brooklyn gin all 
cards that fit with the up card be- 


come very important. Thus, if the 


up ¢ard is the six of hearts and you 
hold the seven of that suit you 
had best plan to hang on to it in- 
definitely. Or if yeu intend to 
throw it get rid of it early and 
hope that your adversary won't 
be ready for it. Of course he 
might take it anyway.
